Village approves $ 12.5 
million budget for 2002-03

One month into fiscal year 
2002-03, the Village of Antioch 
approved a $12.5 million budget. 

"This is the best budget we've 
ever had," defended Mayor Taso 
Maravelas when trustees Barbara 
Porch and Dorothy Larson asked 

that the vote be postponed so that 
the two could further review, the 
budget. 

"We're not criticizing," said 
Larson. "We just got this, and want 
to have a little more time to look it 

over." 

Administrator Mike Haley 
explained that when the money for 
projects coming from other sources 
than the regular revenues received 
by the village, the budget is actually 
less than last year's budget. 

"When you subtract off the 
$1.5 million EPA loan, the 
$400,000 motor fuel tax for road 
repair, the $245,000 from the 
senior fund and the $100,000 for 
the skate park, we're under where 
we were last year (by nearly 
$500,000)," he said. "That's even 
with budgeting. in $900,000 for 
legal fees for the Deercrest and 



Neumann Homes lawsuits." 

Haley said there would be no 
money in the budget for new vehi- 
cles or anything seen as non-essen- 
tial. 

"I had to cut 8 percent across 
the boars so expenditures would 

equal revenues," he said. "Then 
when I thought about what we 

mfght need for legal fees, I cut vehi- 
cles, non-essential training and 
things like travel in order to balance 
the budget." 

Though Porch and Larson still 
protested voting, not on the merits 
of the budget but because they had- 
n't had a chance to read through it 
thoroughly, Haley stressed the 
importance of approving the bud- 
get. 

"We need this approved," he 
said. "We're at the end of the first 
month (into the fiscal year)!'** 

The budget was approved with 
four "yes" votes. Porch and Larson 
passed. 

Further emphasizing that she 
had no problem with the budget 
itself, Larson said, "I do want to 
congratulate you (Haley, 
Maravelas and finance chair Bob 
Caulfield) on the good work that's 
been done.".

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address numbers on homes 
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It could happen any time of the night. 

You are awakened by your spouse who is 
complaining of chest pains and shortness of 
breath. A call to 911 summons the para- 
medics. The 91 1 dispatcher's voice is calming, 
and reassures you that help is on the way. 

But once in the neighborhood, firemen or 
paramedics cannot. immediately locate your 
house due to hard-to-read or non-existent 
house numbers. 

This situation happens too frequently, 
and Fox Lake Fire Department is taking mea- 
sures to reduce it. 

"Sometimes, people do not have numbers 
on their houses at all," said Lt Rich Good of 
the Fox Lake Fire Department.

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sk any child what they want to be when they grow up and you will usually hear one of 
three answers: a sports star, U.S. president or an astronaut. 

Well, for former Wauconda resident Dominic L Pudwill Gorie, a shuttle pilot for 
NASA, one out of three isn't bad. 



But actually, Gorie fulfilled his childhood dream over 20 years ago. 
Born in Lake Charles, La. on May 2, 1957 as the son of an Air Force pilot, Dom 
Gorie's dream was always just to become a pilot. 
"My dreams as a boy were limited to just flying airplanes," said Gorie. "Since my 
dad was a pilot, it was something I could firmly grasp on to." 
After the death of his father, his mother remarried and the family moved to 
Wauconda in the late 1960s where Gorie attended Wauconda Jr. High School. 

"I fell in love with Wauconda and with the lake," said Gorie. "It was a great place to grow up." 
After three years in Wauconda, his family moved to Miami where Gorie finished high school. 
After high school, Gorie decided the best way to become a pilot would be to attend the U.S. 
Naval Academy in Annapolis, MD. 

"I went to the Academy because the Navy has the best pilots," said Gorie. "It's also a great 
school with great academics." 

After graduating from the Academy in 1979 with a B.S. in ocean engineering, Gorie became a 
commissioned Naval Officer before being designated a Naval Aviator in 1981. 

In 23 years of active duty, Gorie accumulated over 5,200 hours in more than 30 aircraft, 
including over 600 carrier landings, and is currently a Navy captain. 

As a Naval Aviator, he

began by flying the A-7E 
Corsair with Attack 
Squadron 46 aboard the 
U.S.S. America from 1981- 

83, whence transitioned to Strike Fighter Squadron 132, flying the F/A-18 Hornet aboard the 

U.S.S. Coral Sea until 1986. 

He then attended the U.S. Naval Test Pilot School in 1987 and served as a test pilot at the 
Naval Air Test Center from 1988-90. In 1990, Gorie also earned his M.S. in aviation systems from 
the University of Tennessee. 

Gorie was then assigned to Strike Fighter Squadron 87 aboard the U.S.S. Roosevelt in the 
Persian Gulf until 1992 when he participated in Operation Desert Storm flying 38 combat mis- 



sions. ! 
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In 1992, he was transferred to U.S. Space Command in Colorado Springs, Colo, for two years' 

before reporting to Strike Fighter Squadron 106 for F/A-10 refresher training. JQm/mJSmm 

In his 23 years as a Naval Aviator, Gorie received numerous medals and commendations 
including: the Distinguished Flying Cross with Combat "V"; the Joint Meritorious Service Medal; 
two Air Medals; two Space Flight Medals; two Navy Commendation Medals with Combat "V"; and 
the Navy Achievement Medal. He was also named the Strike Fighter Wing Atlantic Pilot of the 

Year. 

En route to his command tour of Strike Fighter Squadron 37, Gorie was selected as an astro- 

naut candidate in December 1994. 

For Gorie, becoming an astronaut was just the next step as a pilot. 

"Being an astronaut is the greatest thing you can do in aviation," said Gorie. "You're still fly- 
ing, it's just the mission is a little different." 

After a nine-month selection process, Gorie received the call a year later, on Dec. 7. 

"I was ecstatic," said Gorie. "I just couldn't believe it." 

.Once he was accepted into the program, it would be three years before Gorie would be sched- 
uled for space flight. 

Initially, he was assigned to work safety issues for the Astronaut Office at the Johnson Space 
Center in Houston. He next served as a spacecraft communicator (CAPCOM) in NASA Mission 
Control for numerous shuttle missions. 

It was then that Gorie was selected as a shuttle pilot for STS-91 aboard the shuttle Discovery 

from June 2-12, 1998. 

"I was just in awe," said Gorie. "It was an amazing experience the first time I was floating in 

zero gravity with my face in the window, watching the Earth go by." 

The STS-91 mission was the ninth and final MIR docking mission, concluding the joint 
U.S./Russian Phase I program. It was accomplished in 154 Earth orbits, traveling 3.8 million miles

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Humble potato salad comes into its own 




or a single-subject cookbook, "Potato 
Salad" (Chronicle Books, 2002) covers 
a lot of ground. Barbara Lauterbach's 
collection, included in a handsome 
paperback liberally illustrated with dramatic 
color photographs, presents 50 tempting, 
uncomplicated recipes. 

Lauterbach's recipes will work nicely for 
meals on steamy summer days - as well as for 
chilly winter nights. 

She points the way to perfect salads fea- 
turing ingredients such as steak, horseradish 
and salmon to regional styles, from Asian to 
Portuguese to New England. There's even 
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one from celebrity cook and author Jacques 
P6pin. We liked the German-style 
Nuremberg Potato Salad. 



Nuremberg Potato Salad 



2 pounds red potatoes 

Dressing: 

3/4 cup diced bacon (1/4 pound) 

3/4 cup minced yellow onion 

1 3/2 tsp. flour 

4 tsp. sugar 



1 tsp. salt 

1/4 tsp. freshly ground pepper 

1/4 to 1/3 cup cider vinegar 

1/2 cup water 

1/4 cup finely chopped fresh curly parsley 

1 tsp. celery seed 



Cook the potatoes: In a heavy saucepan that accommodates the potatoes without crowd- 
ing, place the potatoes, water to cover, and about 1 teaspoon salt per quart of water. Cover 
partially, bring to a boil and cook until tender when pierced, 20 to 25 minutes after the 
water has returned to a boil for 2- to 3-inch potatoes. Avoid piercing the potatoes repeated- 
ly to test for doneness, or too much moisture will seep in and produce a soggy interior. 

When potatoes are cool enough to handle, cut into 1/4-inch-thick slices. Place in a bowl. 

Meanwhile, make the dressing: In a sirftll skillet over medium heat; fry the bacon until 
just crisp, 5 to 6 minutes. Add 1/2 cup of the onion and saute until just tender but not 
brown, 2 to 3 minutes. Remove from the heat. 

In a small bowl, stir together the flour, sugar, salt and pepper. Stir in 1/4 cup of the vine- 
gar and the VI cup water untilsmooth. Taste and add more vinegar if the mixture is not tart 
enough. Add the flour mixture to the bacon, then simmer over low heat, stirring, until slightly 
thickened, 4 to 5 minutes. 

Pour the hot dressing over the potatoes and add the remaining 1/4 cup onion, the pars- 
ley and the celery seed. Toss the salad by pouring it from one bowl to another until the 
potatoes are well coated.

others who are unlike them. 
Although the film does not tell the 
"why," which might be impossible, 
it does allow a look at those who 
hate and the affect it has on others 
who are just trying to mind their 
own business with no ax to grind 
with anyone else. You get an idea of 
what it's like to be 110% consumed 
by virulent hatred. 

As a young boy in Hebrew 
school, Danny intellectually chal- 
lenges his teacher about religion 
and Jews in the world. He envisions 
Jews as being almost passive during 
the Holocaust and uninvolved in 
the United States today. Of course, 
that notion of neutrality would 
challenge even Danny, in the after- 
math of the events of 9/11. Churn 
together those "facts" and the 
aggressiveness in Israel, in a higlily 
intelligent young mind and a very 
confused person can emerge. 

Scarier than Danny and his 

threatening looking friends are the 

polished fascist couple, Curtis and 

Una (Billy Zane and Theresa 

Russell), with their daughter Carla 

(Summer Phoenix). Danny's idea of 

being a fascist is to focus on the 

hatred and the extermination of 
Jews. Curtis and Una think that 

focusing on Jews is passe\ They 
want to spread the word of white 
supremacy, minus the Jew baiting, 
in educational seminars, with 
Danny as their spokesman, while 
reaching out to the wealthy far right 
in a respectable manner. 

After Danny and his friends are 
ordered by a judge to attend "sensi- 
tivity training" with elderly 
Holocaust survivors, he responds to 
the question, 

"What can we learn 
by saying, "Kill your enemy." For 
some that means with a bullet or a 
bomb and for others it's the written 
and spoken word. This may be 
Bean's weapon of choice, to expose 
the enemy's faulty logic and deadly 
deception of their ultimate fear of 
self-loathing. 




he Believer," winner of last 

year's Grand Jury Prize at 

the Sundance Film Festival, 

is a daring and provocative 

portrayal of a young Jewish boy 

(Jacob Green) who grew up to 

become a neo-Nazi. Before you dis- 
miss tin's as wild fiction, it is a fact 
that some neo-Nazi's have not only 

known about their Jewish heritage" 
but have committed suicide when 
they had to come out of the closet; 
usually because of an investigative 
reporter. 

Ryan Gosling plays Danny 
Balint, a twenty-two-year-old skin- 
head, whose main purpose in life is 
"to kill a Jew."

Earth orbits, spanning 4.8 million miles in 283 
hours, 36 minutes.

While not officially declared 
'dead,' the Monetary Award 
Program— as much as $4,968 given 
to students annually to help defray 
tuition and book costs — will face its 
first decrease in over 20 years and 
will probably not be an option given 
to fifth-year students. 

Gov. Ryan's office is also said to 
be ready to cut another $35 million 
in aid on the college and university- 
level as well. 

That potentially affects more 
than 100,000 state students qualfied 
to get the money, looking elsewhere 
to help pay for an education. 



"I'm going to have to just take 

a loan," said Sharice Branch, a 
College of Lake County student, who 
received a MAP grant last year, but 
not for the 2002-03 school year. "I 
was hesitant to add another class, 
but I have to." 

Brian Pomeroy, CLC's director of 
financial aid, said the cuts won't 
have a drastic impact on its stu- 
dents. The only real change is that 
the deadlines to apply for state 
money will probably be moved up 
from early December to late August, 
forcing students to make enrollment 
decisions quicker than they had to 
in the past. 

"It is a concern for us," Pomeroy 
said. "MAP grants at CLC cover as 
much as the whole term ($660 for 12 
credit hours). When the economy is 
down, people go back to school to 
better their education and increase

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Envision rural station as a new transportation hub

Ground was broken on June 7 for 
Libertyville's third commuter railway station, 
but the buzz has been going on for years. 

The $2.7 million station serving the 
Milwaukee District North Line, is at Route 137 
and Harris Road, and is expected to open in 
early 2003, with a simple platform to start, and 
a full station to come later. 

The coming station platform, and then a 
station itself, will intersect with an older 
Libertyville Prairie Crossing station, about 
one-fifth mile away, which serves the Metra 
North Central Service. 

The two railway lines intersect, forming a 
triangular parcel of land which will contain, 
upon being built out, several hundred parking 
spaces, the station houses, a restaurant, and 
possibly retail and office space. 

Libertyville's third and oldest station is at 
200 W. Like St., along the Milwaukee District 
line, but Libertyville officials have for years 
sought relief from the commuter traffic con- 
gestion feeding into the station. 

The hub, developers believe, will allow 
area residents great flexibility in railway com- 
muting, including 35 minute express trips to 
O'Hare International Aiport. 

With two stations operating, Metra offi- 
cials say that up to 50 trains daily will be avail- 
able to commuters. 

George and Vicky Ranney, the couple who 
developed the environmentally conscious 
Prairie Crossing subdivision, nearby the 
planned station, envisioned the transporta- 
tion hub years ago. Prairie Crossing totals 675 
acres, including 230 homes and 350 acres 

devoted to open space. 

George Ranney said Chicago Metropolis 

2020's projections are that an additional 1.5 

million people will come into the area in the 



next 18 years, with an increase of a similar 
number of vehicles. 

For Lake County officials and planners, 
gridlock has been a reality for the past 10 to 15 
years, and getting people to park and ride is 
no longer an environmentally friendly idea, 
but stark necessity. 

"The second station is going to make all 
the difference," said Vicky Ranney, "because 
now there are just not enough trains on the 
North Central to make it convenient for peo- 
ple. 

"Because both lines end up at Union 
Station (in downtown Chicago, people 
could go to work on one and came home on 
the other, depending on what is conve- 
nient."

their marketability. We don't want to see them 
lose that money." 

Pomeroy said CLC's tuition will go up $1 
per credit hour in the Fall '02 semester, which 
will not be covered by MAP grants.

A Stronger Vision Of Hoolth. 
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The bugs have been taken out of Shuttle Bug service and the 
system of connecting Metra rail commuters with their places 
of employment with a shuttle bus has proved its mettle. 
Monday marked the beginning of the newest Shuttle Bug 
which links the Deerfield Metra station with employment centers 
along Milwaukee Ave. in Lincolnshire and Buffalo Grove. 

Shuttle Bug in various forms has been operating since 1996 in 
south Lake County. With a steady ridership of about 2,000 per day, 
the program, designed to answer suburb-to-suburb congestion and 
reverse commuting, has attracted national attention. A number of 
the region's largest employers now have Shuttle Bug service. CDW 
Computer, WAV. Grainger, Hewitt Associates, Siemens, Discover 
Financial are among the big name job centers with "bug" service. 
All in all, 35 companies now are part of the "bug" network. 

The system works because private industry picks up major por- 
tions of the tab for the service, sometimes up to 50 percent. The 
remainder of the cost is covered by grants from Metra and the feder- 
al government. 

Both private industry and public transportation officials appear to 
be delighted with the growth of shuttle bus service. Not only does it 
reduce congestion on the highways, but the Shuttle Bug provides the 
last "leave the driving to us" link to entice residents of northwest 
Lake County population centers to seek employment in the county 
where drive times now exceed an hour or more for communities as 
near as Libertyville, Mundelein, Grayslake, the Round Lake area and 
Fox Lake due to highway congestion. 

Shuttle Bug is a creature of the Transportation Management 

Assn,, a consortium of business and government. 

With continuing success, there's a good possibility that new 
Shuttle Bug routes will be added. A feasibility study already is shap- 
ing up for shuttle service on the North Central Line from Wheeling to 
Mundelein. 

The way things are going, "bugging out" will denote the way you 
get to work rather than playing hooky from your job. 
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ake County remains on the outside looking in even as profes- 
sional baseball continues to grow in the collar counties and 
suburbs. What, are we more interested in soccer? Or curl- 
ing? 

For the officials and civic leaders in our corner of Illinois who 
keep tabs on such things, be aware that the Joliet jackHammers have 
taken to the field this year, making the fourth professional baseball 
team in the metro area. The JackHammers, playing home games in 
i a sparkling, $27 million publicly financed stadium, have joined pro 
teams; cavorting in Kane County, Schaumhurg and Crestwood, a 
Cook County community. 

Together, the four teams could draw a million or more fans this 
year. That's a lot of folks cheering on the hometown favorites. But 
a lot of revenue is at stake, too. The JackHammers expect revenues 
in the neighborhood of $-1 million with $400,000 going to the host 
city. You'd think there would be enough interest in these parts to 
field a Lake County team with those kind of revenues in the offering. 

In truth, serious looks at professional baseball as a Lake County 
enterprise have been taken. About 15 years ago an investment 
group got as far as taking a business plan to Major League Baseball 
where upon the Chicago Cubs dropped a black ball under the provi- 
sions of territorial guarantees. The JackHammers and the 
Schaumhurg Flyers exist because they are members of the Northern 
League, which is not affiliated with MLB. The Crestwood Cheetahs 
are sort of a souped up semi-pro team which puts them beyond the 
reach of major league dictates. 

More recently, interest groups in Waukegan and North Chicago 
inquiring into a Northern League franchise stumbled over stadium 
requirements. Members of the limited partnership that owns the 
JackHammers forked over$l million to the Northern League for their 
franchise and put $1.5 million into stadium construction. 
Professional baseball obviously isn't for the faint of heart. 

Still, the thought of a Lake County professional baseball fran-

chise is intriguing. Northern League officials, we're told, liked the 
demographics in our territory. Who's ready to step up to the plate 
with the next baseball try? YVe think fans are ready for a local 
team. 
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ivirig choice a chance, the 
fine old-American tradi- 
tion of deciding for your- 
self, might be the best 
way to prevent airliner hijackings 
by terrorists.

& Wesson, two friends who always 
can be relied on in a fight. Your 
pilots are proficient in the use of 
their weapons and they are pre- 
pared to cope with any unautho- ' 
rizx'd persons trying to interrupt 
our scheduled flying time of one 
hour and 47 minutes to Memphis. 
Thank you for flying Safety First 
Airlines and enjoy your flight." 

If you're dubious about the 
effectiveness of armed pilots, check 
out a rerun of "Magnum Force," a 
Clint Eastwood classic. As . 
Inspector Harry Callahan, Clint 
donned a pilot's uniform and 
impersonated an overseas pilot 
handling terrorists holding a jetlin- 
er and passengers hostage. Taking 
the left chair, an in-control 
Eastwood had the big jet roaring 
down the runway when the co-pilot 
asks, "Can you fly this thing?" 
Clint replies with a stoic "Nope" 
and jams on the brakes, knocking a 
gun toting terrorist off balance.

I'm glad to see that County Board Rep. Larry Lealblad (R-Highland 
Lake) has taken the initiative to question the sometimes strange and 
inconsistent way assessments are determined in Avon Township. 

A review earlier this year found several residential and commercial 
properties within Avon Township with substantial assessment reductions. 
A request for further details explaining these adjustments has been, at 
best, sketchy and elusive. One in particular I found most interesting. 

A parcel (there are two) that belongs to the Wal-Mart store in 
Round Lake Beach, saw a large reduction in its assessment. According 
to Avon Township Assessor Dishman; this property was re-evaluated 
under the income approach. He suggested this most likely was 
requested by Wal-Mart through a lawyer's filing with the Board of 
Review (at the county level). The property (772 E, Rollins Road, PIN 
(0616202003) was reduced in assessment by $251,176— from 
$1,51 1,176 to $1,260,000. A property value drop of approximately 
$036,416. 

Now the last time I looked Wal-Mart was doing better than most in 

the market place. In fact, so well that they are attempting to build 

another in Antioch. So how docs one explain this to those homeowners 

who've seen their real estate taxes skyrocket?

The main reason 
I did not watch it is what I heard in the ads 
and out of the mouths of the people in the 
ads. I figured it was going to be another one 
of those "give any excuse for bad behavior- 
feelings before responsibility or anything 
else" specials. I also believe there is a simple 
answer to swearing in kids or any other form 
of bad behavior in kids and I am also very 
upset by what I see occurring in our society 
from coast to coast. From yourtone, I 
assume you agree with me. 

This is not rocket science folks and when 
a news special focuses on paying attention to 
the "anger" in these kids, or "understanding 
the anger in these kids," that is supposedly 
causing the swearing behavior, I scratch my 
head and wonder what these people are 
thinking. In the 1950s we didn't have prob- 
lems with kids like we do today? Ask yourself 
why! What was different then? Did kids not 
get angry back then? Did they not respond to 
tilings back then? The answer is a clear, 
"NO!" The difference then was that people 
were expected to act with certain decorum 
and within certain limits. If anyone did not 
act that way, including children, there were 
serious consequences both from parents and 
society in the form of teachers, etc. It wasn't 
that kids didn't get angry then. They just had 
to find a way to control themselves and their 
behavior so that they didn't have to face con- 
sequences. Consequences were a way of life 
then and that has almost completely disap- 
peared from our society. It makes me sick, 
because I believe that when we let a child 
believe that any behavior is o.k. in the name 
of being angry or feeling bad, we are undoing 
that child's future. We are contributing to 
diat child's inability to ever be able to con- 
trol him or herself ever. I think that is the 
worst abuse I can imagine possible. 

These "feelings first" buffs who think 
that kids need to talk things out before any 
consequences are really fooling themselves if 
they think they are doing anything good for 
kids. When you take a child who has just 
been obnoxious and sit down and shower 
attention on that child in the form of "talking 
it out," you are letting that child know that 
the behavior was appropriate and accepted. I 
always get amazed by these mental health 
professionals who are confused as to why a 
child's bad behavior goes on and on and on 
after lots of talking. It's simple folks. Actions 
speak louder than words! How many times 
have we heard that said by our parents and 
grandparents. When your action is to give 
lots of attention for bad behavior, your 
words don t mean squat anymore. 

As for kids being angry...I firmly believe 
that this has absolutely nothing to do with 
why kids swear or throw things or beat kids 
up or any other acting out behavior. I believe 
jthey do it because they can! Period. Kids are 
limidess by nature and they depend on 
adults to limit their behavior. When the 
adults fall asleep at the wheel and don't do 
that, kids do anything and everything. It's 
normal that they do that. What isn't normal 
is that we seem to have so many adults 
asleep at the wheel. There is no excuse for 
not using strict discipline when a child 
breaks rules in a heinous way. There is also 
no excuse for adults not putting discipline 
first and feelings second. You notice, I am 
not taking the feelings out completely, but if 
you require a child to first, take responsibility

and pay for obnoxious behavior, you will 
have far more attention paid to the talk after- 
wards about feelings. If you do it responsibil- 
ity first, feelings second, you will have a kid 
who will think twice next time he is going to 
do the bad thing and more than likely con- 
trol his or her behavior. If you do it the oppo- 
site and let the feelings be first, you have a 
kid who has absolutely nothing to lose and 
therefore will continue to do the bad behav- 









lor.

New court

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When Suzi Schmidt, chairwoman of the 
Lake County Board and Chief Judge Jane 
Waller planned the groundbreaking ceremo- 
ny for the new traffic courthouse in 
Mundelein, they didn't make alternate plans 
for the possibility of rain. 

"She (Schmidt) said, 'the sun is going to 
shine on this project/" said Waller during a 
speech to kickoff construction for the new 

building. 

Indeed, county officials, judges and fire and 
police authorities seemed to shine when the 
first pile of dirt from the new site was shoveled. 

On hand as shovel pilots were several 
county officials and members of the County 
Circuit Court including Sally Coffelt, circuit 
court clerk; Margaret Mullen, circuit judge 
and Bonnie Thomson Carter, chairwoman of 
the law and Judicial committee. An architect 
from HLM Design USA of Chicago, also 
attended the ceremony. 

The new South Branch Traffic court is 
located on the southeast corner of Route 83- 
60 and Diamond Lake Road in Mundelein will 
serve the southern one-third of the county, 
including Barrington, Lincolnshire and 
Mundelein. Construction budget for the new 

site is $1.6 million. 

Completion of the new building is sched- 
uled for next summer and cover roughly 7,000 



square feet. Hours of operation will be 8:30 
a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 

Officers from the Sheriff's Office will oper- 
ate the facility to house one judge, one court- 
room and the office of the Like County Circuit 
Clerk. 

According to Waller, the growth in popu- 
lation provoked county officials to build a new 
court to serve the rapidly growing south tier of 
Lake County. 

"We decided to take a look at who we were 
serving, and it was becoming clear the south- 
ern area of the county was being under- 



served," said Waller. "We wanted to expand 
the court system and make it more accessible." 
She said the Mundelein location was cho- 
sen over other sites for its close proximity to 
residents who travel to the Grayslake and 
Waukegan locations. Waller said the 
Department of Planning and Transportation 
conducted travel time studies designed to find 
a location roughly 25 minutes away for resi- 
dents living in the southwestern region. In 
fact, Waller said 40 percent of residents who 
will be visiting the courthouse are within a 10- 
mile radius from their homes.

Former Chief Judge Henry Tonigan said 
the space at the Waukegan Lakehurst location 
is limited. 

"Part of the goal is to provide access to jus- 
tice, not only to people who receive tickets but 
communities that interplay with us." 

Tonigan said the last time. Lake County 
branch courts have been expanded has been 
1983. 

Residents, according to Waller, aren't the 
only ones going to benefit from the new cour- 
thouse. 

"Local police departments will get a break 
from driving to Waukegan," she said. 

Ray Rose, Mundelein Police Chief, said 
the new building will save time and money for 
officers making trips to Grayslake to report 
traffic violations. 

"This is a positive thing for Mundelein," 
he said. "Out of all the communities, I think 
Mundelein stands to benefit the greatest." 

Coffelt, county circuit clerk, said the coun- 
ty has rented court facilities to settle traffic, ordi- 
nance and conservaUon violations in the past. 

"We looked into renovating other build- 
ings, but building the new courthouse was the

most affordable, she said. 

She said the new building plan accommo- 
dates heavy traffic flow and will enable the 
county to expand onto the original structure 
for a second courtroom.

HIT FROM BEHIND 

Whiplash is the effect of sprain and strain in the 
neck, most often due to having your vehicle rear- 
impacted by another vehicle. This type of 
accident characteristically "whips" the neck back 
and forth (technically termed as hypcrcxtension 
and hypcrflcxion of the cervical spine,) thereby 
injuring nerves. As a result, pain may radiate to 
the legs or arms. If the resultant loss of the natural 
curvature of the spine (lordosis) is left untreated, 
it can lead to a variety of symptoms and health 
problems (including arthritis) that could have 
been prevented.

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The Lake County Department of Public 
Works' Des Plaines River Water Reclamation 
Facility was recently awarded "Best Operated 
Wastewater Treatment Plant of the Year" in 
the State of Illinois. 

Only five facilities were nominated from a 
group of similar facilities statewide in the 
Group 1 category, which is for facilities that 
treat more than one million gallons of waste- 
water daily. 

The award is presented in each of five cat- 
egories, with categories being separated 
according to facility size and treatment 
process type. 

Officials from the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency nominated the Des Plaines 
River Water Reclamation Facility for the 
award. 

The purpose of the award is to emphasize 
the relationship between adequate waste- 
water treatment and clean receiving water 
and to give public recognition and encour- 
agement to communities, their officials and 
the personnel who have operated their waste- 
water facilities in an especially 
effective manner. 

The Des Plaines River Facility is located in 



unincorporated Vernon Township, serving 
approximately 100,000 Lake County resi- 
dents. Communities served by this facility 
include Buffalo Grove, Kildeer, Lake Zurich, 
Lincolnshire, Long Grove, Riverwoods and 
several unincorporated subdivisions. 

The facility is sized to treat 16 million gal- 
lons of wastewater daily, or nearly 4 million 
toilet flushes, and incorporates tertiary 
processes, which produce high-quality treat- 
ed water. Prior to discharge into Aptakisic 
Creek, the plant routinely removes up to 98 
percent of the water pollutants.

Amateur acts needed for County Fair

As the saying goes, everyone gets 15 min- 
utes of fame. Although Lake County singers, 
dancers and other entertainers are limited to 
four-minute acts, they are sure to savor a 
small amount of fame at the 2002 Lake 
County Fair Amateur Talent Contest. 

John Lynn, director of the contest and 
founder of the Kirk Players in Mundelein, said 
the contest is open to anyone who wants the 
chance to showcase their talent. 

"It gives anyone who wants to perform 
the opportunity to perform on stage in pub- 
lic," he said. "It's always good to get in front of 
people and perform." 

Lynn, who organized the first talent contest 
in 1984, considers the competition an exhilarat- 
ing way to boost confidence while strengthen- 
ing a resume. Past acts include a ventriloquist, 
lyrical dancer and cabernet singer. 

Contest participants are divided into three 
categories: juniors (through age 14), seniors 
(ages 15-21) and adults (over age 21). During 
the preliminary contest, 10 acts from each divi- 
sion are selected, advancing to the finals as die 
entertainment on the main stage during Fair 
Week. Winners from each division with tiie 
exception of adults compete at die state com- 
petition in Springfield on January 18, 2003. 

Each division winner receives $150, sec- 
ond-place winners are awarded $100, and a 



minimum of $25 is given to each finalist. 

Lynn said Lake County is one of the only 
that feature adult acts during Fair Week. He said 
alUiough there is no state level competition for 
an adult division, he encourages people of all 
ages to participate. In fact the youngest per- 
former was a three-year-old girl who sang a 
song from "The Little Mermaid" and the oldest 
performers' have exceeded the age of 70. 

Last year's junior division champion, 14- 
year-old Amanda Williams of Round Lake came 
in 9th place and eight dancers from tfie Royal 
Academy in Lake Villa, senior division winners, 
placed 6th among 45 other county acts. 

Lynn urges performers to make plans to 
participate before summer is in full swing. 

"It just tears my heart out when I hear 
someone say, 'I hear there's a talent show,' 
and it's two weeks after the show," Lynn said. 

According to Lynn, performers must reside 
in Lake County and cannot participate in more 
than one act of the same genre. Lynn selects 
five judges from the area who rank entries on a 
50-point scale: 25-ability, 15-presentation, 5- 
costume and 5-audience appeal/appreciation. 

Performers or groups interested in getting 
on stage should contact Lynn for an entry 
form by calling the Kirk Players. Preliminaries 
for die junior division is Saturday, July 20 at 1 
p.m. and senior and adult divisions are held 
on Sunday, July 21 at 1 and 4 p.m. Finals are 
showcased on the county fair main stage on 
July 26 (juniors), 27. (seniors) and 28 (adults).

Two additions to Grant Woods Forest 
Preserve near Lake Villa and Fox Lake will ere- 
ate one of the largest Forest Preserves in Lake 
County and protect important wetlands and 
woodlands.

Forest Preserve Commissioners also 
approved an agreement with Lake Villa 
Township for a conservation deed restriction 
on 8.8 acres that the township will buy adja- 
cent to die new Forest Preserve lands, located 
east of Fairfield Road and south of Grand 
Avenue (Route 132). 

The township also will provide a trail ease- 
ment through their existing township property 
on die east side of Fairfield Road that will per- 
mit the Forest Preserve District to eventually 
connect the new addition to the main part of. 
Grant Woods Forest Preserve. The township 
plans to use dieir new property for sports fields.
